SEA SCOUTS DO GOOD TURNS 


Sea scouts, as well as their land 
brothers, thoroughly believe in the 
good turn dally; and examples in work 
peculiar to the water are not uncom- 
mon. When breaking camp at Larch- 
mont, N. Y., the “Curlew” expedition 
wanted to show their appreciation of 
® the courtesy of the Larchmont Yacht 
club, so all hands tumbled up unusual- 
ly early and gave the broad piazzas 
a cleaning that made the old caretak- 
er say: “Well, now, I ain’t seen that 
done so well for years!” 

Wilkinsburg, Pa., sea scouts of the 
schooner “Pennsylvania” are plan- 
ning to maintain a “beach patrol” of 
the summer resort beaches during the 
coming summer. Sea scouts will con- 
Stantly be op patrol to see that no 
drownings dccur off their strip of 
beach and to act as instructors in 
swimming and watermanship. 

The B. 8. A. sloop “Essex” of South 
Orange, N. J., sent details of sea scouts 
to New York city to help the National 
Marine league in its exhibit at the 
Grand Central palace. 

Sea scouts of Philadelphia, Pa.,. no- 
ticed the soldiers playing indoor quoits 
“with rope rings joined together with 
wooden bands. “We can do better 
than that,” quoth the’ sea scouts, and 
promptly made up a large number of

BRONZE MEDAL FOR BOY SCOUT. 


A bronze honor medal has been 
awarded Scout Raymond S. Brinkman 
of Alplaus, N. Y., by the National 
Court of Honor of the Boy Scouts of 
America for his act of saving the life 
of Jeanette Rosenstock. 

This is one of the highest awards 
which any scout can receive for life 
saving. Scout Brinkman is the first 
scout under the Schenectady boy 
scout council to receive this honor. 
Miss Rosenstock was rescued by the 
scout when she was skating on the 
Mohawk: river near ‘her home at Al- 
plaus. She fell through the ice into 
about 30 feet of water, and although 
she was able to keep her head above 
the water she was rapidly sinking, 
owing to the heavy woolen clothing 
she had on. Through the prompt ac- 
tion of Scout Brinkman, the girl was 
‘rescued and taken to her. home. 


EPISCOPALIANS LAUD SCOUTS. 


A resolution certifying to the bene- 
fits of boy scout training was adopted 
by the hause of députies of the Hpis- 
copal convention at Detroit, as fol- 
lows: 

“Resolved, the house of bishops con- 
curring, that this convention expresses 
{ts approval, appreciation and thanks 
for the trustworthy, courteous and 
verent service of the boy scouts who 
have~volunteered from the Detroit 
council, Boy Scouts of America, to 
render as a good turn their valuable 
assistance as pages in both houses of 
this convention. 

“And be it further resolved, the 
house of bishops concurring, that the 
general convention commends the Boy 
Scouts of America as an_ effective 
agency in welfare work among boys.” 


SCOUTS CANVASS FOR COAL. 


In the midst of the coldest weather 
in 30 years Butte, Mont., was virtually 
without coal. In addition thousands 
were out of work as a result of in- 
dustrial shut-downs due to the coal 
shortage, and, many famHies were in 
want. For several days the poorer fam- 
ilies of the city had been supplied with 
fuel by destruction of old - wooden 
buildings, dating back to Butte’s early 
days, but this source became ex- 
hausted. Boy scouts, in a canvass of 
_ the city, obtained 600 pounds of coal, 
which was distributed in small lots 
where most needed. 


URGES SCOUTS TO BE AVIATORS. 
The boy scouts of New England are 
urged to take instruction in flying by 
Col. L. H. Drenan, air service officer 
at army headquarters, who, in speak- 
ing of the boy scouts and their future 
work, points to the necessity of a me- 
chanical training as one of their 
strongest assets. 

“I have been asked to speak before 
the boy scouts, and, in every instance, 
I have urged upon them the necessity 
of knowing machines, especially the 
airplane,” sald the colonel. & 
*.“While these boys may never fly, 
they should get acquainted with the 
“-meéthanism of these machines.”

TO BE INVESTIGATED 


Committee Appointed to Do Away! 
With Unjust Business Practices 


San Francisco —A ‘“Fatr ‘Trade 
Committee’ to investigate and do 
away with unfair and unjust business 
practices in the food and clothing 
business was appointed March 11 by 
Mfs, Annette Adams, Ugited States 
ict Attorney. ‘Thirfy-five busi- 
nex f'and civic léaders of the bay 


try the custom often has been to 
point a small “price-fixing” com 
tee, the San Francisco organization 
specifically disclaims any intention of 
naming prices of commmedities. 

“We are not going to tx prices,” 
said H. Clay Miller, chairman of the 
committee, Our idea is to investi- 
gate unfair or unjust trade practices 
which may exist and to bring about 
their removal, through the action of 
the members of the particular trade 
themselves, if possible. If no re- 
sults are obtained in this manner, our 
findings will be turned over to the 
United States District Attorney.” 

Miller said he would name six other 
members of the committee to serve 
with himself as an executive com- 
mittee which would draw up prelim- 
inary plans and report them back next 
week. ‘The first meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee is to be held this 
afternoon, he stated.

REDUCTION IN EGG BREAKAGE 


Matter of Much Importance That 
Smaller Proportion Than Ever 
Be Injured In Transit. 
(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

An egg broken accidentally before it 
leaves the farm usually goes on the 
farm table, and nothing is lost. Higge 
broken at the grocery many be dis- 
posed of at reduced prices as cracked 
eggs and little actual food loss results. 
But the egg broken after it is packed 
for shipment is likely ‘to be a@ thor- 
oughly bad egg before it arrives at its 
destination nnd become a total loss. 
With eggs selling at record prices, it 
is a matter of importance that a 


Eggs Should Be Gathered Carefully. 


smaller proportion of eggs than ever 
before are broken in transit. -This re- 
sult was brought about by the co-opera- 
tive efforts of the United States de 
partment of agriculture and the United 
States railroad administration. Em- 
ployees of the railroad administration 
were detailed to the bureau of chem-, 
istry, where they received instruction 
in proper methods of loading and 
stowing eggs in freight cars. Wher- 
ever cars were received at terminals 
in a badly damaged condition, these 
employees of the railroad administra- 
tion paid personal visits to the ship- 
pers for the purpose of instructing 
them how properly to load cars to 
avoid damage in future shipments. 
The result, according to the report of 
the chief of the bureau of chemistry, 
is a material diminution in the break- 
age of eggs during transportation. 


GOOD QUALITIES OF GUINEAS 


Have Large, Plump Breasts and Gamy 
Flavor That Is Enjoyed by Many 
Epicureans. 


Guineas have large, plump breaste | 
and a gamy flavor that is much en- 
jJoyed by some farmers. They are 
good foragers and easy to raise and 
their clacking will frighten hawks or 
sound an alarm if other intruders 
comé to the poultry range.

“Timber is an important farm crop.” 

The average farmer probably has 
never stopped to think about this fact. 
At least, he apparently has never 
taken it into account in his farm op- 
erations. .But the value of the prod- 
ucts from the farm woodlot was 
greater than the potato crop and near- 
ly double that of the tobacco crop in 
the last census. 
sume more wood than any other group. 


These facts are brought out by 
David F. Housten, secretary of agri- 
culture, in discussing the policies and 
practices which should be followed in 
protecting and developing the forest 
resources of the nation. In his an- 
nual report the secretary asserts that 
the cohtinued dissipation of .privately 
owned forests in every timbér-produc- 
ing region of the country is a matter 
of grave concern, and that the public 
does not fully realize its seriousness. 


“If the area having little or no value 
for other than forest purposes is not 
protected,” says the secretary, “much 
of it will become practically nonpro- 
ductive. Millions of acres in the older 
parts of the country, where supplies 
of timber are needed by the communi- 
ties, have become almost valueless. 
Where the land is not valuable for 
agriculture, large-scale lumbering op- 
erations are followed by local indus- 
trial depression, the timber industries 
migrate. population decreases, _farm- 
ers lose their local market, taxable 
values decline, schools and roads de- 
terlorate, and the economic and social 
Nfe of the community suffer. 


Need Public Co-Operation and Direction 


“The problem presented is very dif- 
ficult. Public forests are confined to 
relatively limited areas, except in the 
West. These will by no means supply 
the future needs of the country. At 
present the greater part of the lumber 
produced annually is cut from private 
lands on which the appearance of new 
gruwth Is at best a matter of accident, 
is likely to be long delayed, or may 
never occur. ‘Without concerted ac 
tion under public co-operation and di- 
rection the problem will not be solved. 
Private initiative can not be depended 
upon to secure the requisite conserva- 
tion. 


Farmers also con-, 


“The preservation of forests In all 


forest regions is of immediate concern 


and importance to farmers. Timber is 
an important farm crop. Farm wood- 
lands comprise about 20 per cent of 
the farm area of the country. At the 
last census the value of the products 
from them was greater than that of 
the potato crop and nearly double that 
of. the tobaeco' yield. Forestry, there- 
fore, must bevassigned a place in farm 
management, Farmers also are vitally 
concerned with national forestry prob- 
lems: They consume more wood than 
any other group and they are Interest- 
ed in seeing that there is available, 
at reasonable prices, a continuous 
supply of lumber and other forest 
products. A, sound forestry policy does 
not conflict with agricultural settle 
ment. In fact, it facilitates the cultl- 
vation of land suitable for agriculture, 
and also seeks to secure the proper 
handling of*.existing forests and the 
reforestation of denuded regions. On 
the other hand, forest devustation re- 
tards agricultural development.” 


Fire Protection Essential. 


Fire, the secretary points out, fs a 
great menace not only on forested but 
also on cut-over areas. “Adequate 
protection,” he says, “should be re. 
quired of all owners. The _ public, 
through both the state and federal 
governments, should co-operate in or 
ganizing this service and should share 
the cost of maintaining it. It should 
also adopt such practical measures 
as may be necessary to bring about 
the discontinuance of all practices 
which result in turning the forests into 
wastes, and should ald private owners 
to perpetuate their forests by prope: 
management. <A well-balanced policy 
requires a much larger program of 
publicly-owned forests than at: pres- 
ent. , 

“Good forestry practice,” concludes 
the secretary, “rests upon the posses- 
sion of full and accurate data. Our 
prerens knowl ledge of the ret beds of 


eit ‘Phere is nee of “further infor- 
taution regarding the amount, quality 
and distribution of existing timber 
supplies. A detailed inventory of our 
present resources and a .gurvey of 
present and prospective needs are es- 
sential for constructive planning.” 


BRIGHT FUTURE FOR 
BEEKEEPING IS SEEN 


Enlarged American Consumption 
of Honey to Continue. 


Exports of Preduct During War to Al- 
lied Countries Increaged at Least 
Ten Times—Two Destructive 
Brood Diseases. 


If American beekeepers are able to 
meet increasing demand, the enlarged 
American consumption of honey will 
continue, says the annual report of 
the chief of the bureau of entomology, 
United States department of agricul- 
ture. During the war our exports of 
honey to the allied coyntries increased 
at least ten times, and the domestic 
use also went much higher. The in- 
creased export demand bas continued 
since the end of hostilities, and the 
Yureau sees reason to expect that this 
twarket will continue to be an impor- 
tant factor in American beekeeping. 

Local sales of honey near the points 
of production have increased more 
rapidly than sales in the larger mar- 
kets, but this can readily be reinedied, 
according to the report, by the further 
development of the business of bot- 
tling honey. : 


+ The tehdency to collect the bees of 
the country in the hands of commer- 
cial beekeepers is viewed as a whole- 
some sign for the development of the 
industry. Prevalence of two destruc- 
tive brood diseases, and especially the 
necessity of careful study of beekeep- 
ing problems in order to obtain 
maximuin crops, make it almost im 
few colonies to give the care essential 
for good beekeeping. Only the mab 
who ‘makes beekeeping his chief work 
may expect. to get proper returns, says 
the meron.

SUGAR-BEET SEED PRODUCED 


Revised Estimates Show Approxi., 
mately 6,700,000 Pounds on 
Total Acreage of 11,100. 

Revised estimates of  sugar-beet 
seed produced in the United States tn 
1919 show a total production of ap- 
proximately 6,700,000 pounds on a 
total acreage of 11,100 acres, with an 
average yield of 600 pounds an acre. 
Earlier estimates, based on reports of 
growers, indicated a total production 
of 7,500,000 pounds. It devetoped, 
however, that the average yield per 
acre in Idaho and Michigan. was 
much smaller than was anticipated by 
the growers. Considerable acreage in 
Idaho was reported to be a total 
fallure. 

The 1919 production still 1s 800,000 
pounds greater than the total produc 
tion in 1918, 1,620,000 pounds greater 
than in 1917, and 1,160,000 pounds 
greater than in 1916.

A geologist, writing to the Scientific 
American, describes by means of a 
graphic chart the comparative lengths 
of the different periods of the age of 
the earth. He places the age of the 
earth arbitrarily at 72,000,000 years, 
represented by a clock dial of 24 hours 
—8,000,000 years to each hour. 

On the above basis the first six hours 
of the clock represents Azoic time, the 
earliest conjectural period of ‘the 
earth's formation — 18,000,000 years; 
the next six hours Eozoic and the next 
elght Palezoic time—18,000,000 and 24.,- 
000,000 years, respectively—periods of 
Mineral and vegetable formations. In 
the next three hours animal life de- 
veloped—Mesozolc time, 9,000,000 years 
—that Is, from the twentieth to the 
twenty-third hour. Thus the last hour 
of the 24—8,000,000 years of geologic 
Ume—represents Neozole time, which 
includes the appearance of human If{fe 
in the Quaternary period. : 

_This last division of the 24 hours, 
the Quaternary period. {s shown as 
only 10 minutes—in other words, 500,- 
000 years. The existence of human life 
on the earth, therefore, bears the same 
relation to the age of the earth as 10 
minutes does to 24 hours. But since 
the period of written history ts esti- 
mated roughly at only 6,000 years, this 
last division ts not shown on the chart, 
since {t would only be 12 seconds tn 
duration.

Is Produving. Results of Great. 
Practical’ Value. 


The schools in the Philippines are 
probably brought closer to the peo-. 
ple there than in any other country 
in the world. One of the *govern- 
ment’s handbooks on the schaols ex- 
plains that this is due to the fact | 
that work has had to be done “aud 
no other organization hag been so-1 
well equipped to undertake it.” ‘Fhis 
document adds: “Through its gar- 
dens, farms and fcod campaigns the 
avricultural interests have been 
aided. Children have been turned 
out to fight the locusts. Assistence 
has been given to the bureau of 
health in many instances by the in- 
formation concerning health -and 
epidenmnes. The schools, in conjune- 
tion with the bureau of health, un- 
dertook several years ago the train- 
ing of Filipino girls as nurses. Aid 
has been given to the bureau of posts 
in popularizing its postal savings 
bank and in other ways. For sev- 
eral years the schools have been do- 
ing pioncer work in a public welfare 
movement. Through its library, its 
literary societies and its entertain- 
ments, the schoolhouse has become 
the social center of the community.”
